Reader Warns of Danger to Health 
In Plan fo Fluorinate Water Supply 


Editor, the Recorder: 

It is the expressed intention of 
the U. S. health service to. flouri- 
Gate the public water supply of the 
entire country — the state boards of 
heaith are carrying out the plan— 
for the supposed purpose of bene- 
fiting the teeth of little children. 

However, to administer any treat- 
ment in this wholesale way with 
no attention to individual needs nor 
duration of treatment is strangely 
unscientific, is it not so if flourine 
is useful in hardening children’s 
teeth it should be given under physi- 
cian’s care as the only safe way. And 
its value for this purpose is 
knowledged to be debatable. 

Flourine is a poison, cumulative 
in its effects, with no known anti- 
dote. To the adults who must use 
this adulterated water, it can be a 
menace. Even in small dosage, over 
a period of time, it can cause serious 
results—such as arterial and venous 
hardening, kone tumors, brittle- 
ness of bone that can cause break- 
ing, brain tumors, baldness, prema- 
ture old-age, ver ulcers, irrita- 
Pility and apprehension, Joss of 
memory. 

To force this medication upon 
the people is a violation of their 
right to decide for themselves what 
they shall take into the body 
food, drink cr medicine This is 
something that no governing body 
would force upon the people with- On March 15, 1931 
out their consent.

Pectentially one of the more impor- 
tant agencies in Menlo Park, in the 
case of a possible disaster or war 
emergency, is the Menlo Park auxil- 
iary police.
